Registration Requirements Sho w 
Certain Limitations; Fall Session 
‘of Legislature Is Likely

EDMONTON. — The past week 
will be a memorable one in the 
history of Alberta because at long 

_ last the provincial government 
made public its complete plans for 
Social Credit during that period. 


Hon, E. C, Manning, Minister of 
Trade and Industry, who will have 
charge of the registration of citi- 
zens for their basic dividends, said 
Friday: “The government’s plan for 
Social Credit is now complete and 
it is up to the people to accept it or 
refuse. it.” 


A summary of the government’s 
plan as indicated by the statements 
of Premier Aberhart, Mr. Manning 
and publication of various registra- 
tion and “covenant” forms will be 
of interest to the readers of, this 
column. 


First, the qualifications for re- 
ceiving basic dividends, of whatever | 
amount they may be, are as follows: | 


1. British citizenship either by 
birth or naturalization, providing if 
the latter that the full period re- 
quired by law of five years has been 
fulfilled. 


2. Residence in the province of 
Alberta for all of 1935 for those 
registering during August and Sep- 
tember, 1936. 


2. Agreement over signature to 
co-operate with the government 
“most heartily” in helping to pro- 
duce sufficient in Alberta to sup- 
ply the necessities of life for all 
citizens. 


The form for citizens to sign re- 
quires the giving of certain infor- 
mation as to income, debts, liabili- 
ties, training for employment and 
other things and it is explained that 
all this information is wanted by 
the government, not .to embarrass 
any citizen, but for the purpose of 
supplying data on which the gov- 
ernment may build up its system. 

Other forms are to be signed by 
retailers, wholesalers, manufactur- 
ers and farmers and they, too, are 


‘for the purpose of supplying infor- 


mation’ as to the possible produc- 
tion, wealth and requirements of the 
people of the province.

He stated definite- 
ly that it will only be possible to 
spend this “credit’’ on Alberta-made 
goods, the object being to keep the 
benefits from the system within the 
province.

It was also explained that the rea- 
son why citizens will be asked to 
co-operate ‘by not offering their 
dividends in payment of provincial 
taxes is that the government will 
need some Dominion currency with

Wheat Pool Urges Conservation of 
Surplus in! Good Years to 
Tide Over Bad Years 


(From Alberta Wheat Pool 
_ Budget) 

Every Canadian with any 
knowledge of events, understands 
that a disaster of the first magni- 
tude has occurred in Western 
Canada in the way of crop dam- 
age through drouth. 

It is doubtful, however, if the 
extent of the calamity is generally 
realized. For nearly six weeks, no 
general rain has been experienced 
in any large area of the west, and 
the areas with even fair crops are 
few and far between. : 

The collapse of the wheat crop, 
upon which the west always relies 
to a greater extent than anything 
else, is the great tragedy, of course. 
But added to this the widespread 
failure of feed crops and pastures. 
The west is threatened with a dire 
famine of livestock provender. 


Will Have Small Incomes 

There are thousands of farmers 
in Western Canada who will not 
have a bushel of wheat to sell this 
fall. There are thousands more who 
will have a pitifully small quantity. 
Wheat is the cash crop of the bulk 
of western farmers, and so mul- 
titudes of these farm people will 
have no income at all, or very little 
to carry them over to the new 
growing season. Most people do not 
realize the tragedy that is develop- 
ing right now and the greater trag- 
edy of want which is bound to come 
later on. 

The western farmer has been the 
butt of the depression. He has been 
ridiculed for every effort his or- 
ganizations used to get a little bet- 
ter prices for his commodities. He 
has been told that his wheat must go 
at world prices and it was even 
gently hinted that 40c a bushel was 
enough for him to make both ends 
meet. Every prating hireling of 
vested interests has been ridiculing 
the efforts of farm organizations to 
get living wages for the working 
farmers. 

A year ago the west had some- 
thing like 475 million bushels of 
wheat in store or in prospective 
supply from the current crop. A 
humber of supposedly keen business 
executives urged that the whole 
amount be thown on world markets 
regardless of price or any other con-

Urged Sensible Policy 

The Wheat Pools have urged upon 
governments for years that the sen- 
sible policy was to sell in world 
markets only that surplus supply 
which importers really wanted, and 
that at reasonable prices. The bal- 
ance, it was urged, should be stored 
right in the farmer’s bins to tide 
over bad years which come at ir- 
regular intervals. 

Today the farm bins are empty 
and the bulk of surplus wheat sup- 
plies have been sold at returns in-

General Foods Gives Annual Vaca- 
tions With Pay To Hourly- 
Rated Employes 
Factory employes of General Foods 
in 31 plants in various parts of 
Canada and the United States, will 
enjoy from one to two weeks’ vaca- 

tions with pay this summer. 

General Foods employes who have 
completed two years but less than 
five years of continuous service by 
July 1 of each year, and who have a 
record of regular attendance during 
the preceding calendar ,year, will 
get a week’s vacation with pay dur- 
ing the current calendar year. Em- 
ployes who have completed five years 
or more of continuous service will 
receive two weeks’ vacation with 
pay. 

The decision to reward General 
Foods’ hourly-rated .employes was 
made by the food company’s plant 
managers. Announcement of the 
vacation plan was made by R. K. 
McIntosh, Vice-President, . General

“The purpose of this plan,” Mr.

Electrical Engineer May Have Found 
New Group Of Rays 

Strange things happened to Frank 
Manning, 17, an electrical engineer, 
of Wellinborotigh, Northants, BEng- 
land, as he worked at home on 4& 
television set which he built of what 
he believes to be an entirely new 
principle. 

As he stitched on the apparatus 
and knelt down by the set he was 
knock flat: He managed to switch 
off, and then lost consciousness. 

Six weeks afterwards he fell un- 
conscious in the street.w He "was 
taken to Northampton hospital. 
When he recovered two policemen 
had to hold him down. He was re- 
moved to St. Bartholomew's hos- 
pital, London, and his mysterious 
malady is baffling specialists. 

Frank believes he has discovered 
a new combination of rays. That is 
his secret. “I think I have succeed- 
ed in building a television receiving 
and transmitting set on an entirely 
new principle,” he said. 

“Instead of an expensive cathode 
ray tube, I use two little pieces of 
carbon, half an inch in diameter by 
three inches long. Inside the carbon 
there is, of course, something else— 
there's my secret. 

“In my experiments I used sound, 
ultra-violet and ultra-red frequencies. 
One day I believe I got in between 
the three of them. I was kneeling 
down. The television apparatus was 
switched on. - 

“Then I was knocked flat. My 
head seemed to spin round. As I 
fell I reached for the main switch 
and managed to turn it off. I lost 
consciousness. 

“Two or three nights afterwards 
I thought I would try the same 
thing with a friend of mine. 

‘T stood him in the path of the 
rays for five minutes. When I 
turned them off he still stood there. 
He could not understand what I said 
to him; he could not speak or move.” 


Stand By The League 


General Smuts Enunciates The Posi- 


tion Of South Africa 

General Jan Smuts, minister of 
justice in the Union of South Africa, 
said in a recent speech that it would 
be “sheerest lunacy” for South 
Africa to quarrel with Great Britain. 

He said the union would stand by 
the League of Nations until the very 
end, agreeing with the views on the 
league expressed by Prime Minister 
J. B. M. Hertzog. 

(South Africa has expressed her 
opposition to dropping sanctions 
against Italy for the Ethiopian con- 
flict). 

“It would be sheerest lunacy to 
quarrel with England,” General 
Smuts, a former prime minister, told 
an Afrikander day meeting. ‘We 
do not possess a single ship able to 
ward off anti-aircraft carriers which 
could land enough planes on our 
shores to wipe out our large cities 
within a few hours. 

“T am not referring to an imagin- 
ary danger but to a very real one. 
It is said we will be simply dragged 
into the next war in which England 
is involved but let me tell you that 
England knows South Africa wants 
to keep out of war, and also knows 
that South Africa has the right to 
decide her own course of action and 
the union will not declare war unless 
the people of South Africa through 
their own parliament have decided 
on that question.” 

Gen. Smuts said that South Africa 
constituted ‘an attractive bait for 
avaricious nations.” He declared 
there was no doubt her- pesition was 
becoming most dangerous.

Elevator Accidents Rare 


When One Occurs It Usually Gets 
Into Headlines sighs 

On the 14th floor of Manhattan's 
Wurlitzer Building 15 men and wo- 
men stepped out of a night school, 
started down in an elevator. As the 
car passed the twelfth floor, it picked 
up abnormal speed. The operator 
tried to check it with the control 
lever, failed. Instants later the car 
smashed into the spring buffers at 
the bottom of the pit, bounced up 
again, settled for good with its floor 
split, its walls and mechanism utter- 
ly demolished. Pounced into a 
screaming jumble on the floor were 
the passengers, all alive, but two 
with broken legs, others with sprain- 
ed ankles, bruises. These injuries, 
which in train, ship, automobile or 
airplane wreck would -not be con- 
sidered unusual, caused headlines be- 
cause they occurred on the world's 
greatest, safest, most reliable means 
of transport. 

In New York City alone there are 
41,470 elevators— more than the 
total of any continent except North 
America. Every day they travel 
100,000 miles, lift and lower 15,000,- 
000 passengers—twice the number 
carried by all other New York 
transport systems combined. Very 
rarely there is a brief delay through 
mechanical error. Much more rarely 
is thee an accident. In 1934, last 
year for which figures are available, 
there were 96 elevator accidents in 
Manhattan.

Upward Trend Is Indicated In Re- 
\ turns Made By Firms 

Employment in Canada, as indi- 
cated by bureau of statistics returns 
from 9,690 firms, showed a gain of 
23,295 persond on June 1 as com- 
pared with May 1, the‘ bureau re- 
ported. In comparison with June, 
1935, an increase of 47,721 was shown 
in the number employed. ; 

This advance, while larger than 
the gain recorded duting the month 
of may last year, was smallet than 
the average seasonal gain in the 
period from 1920 to the present. 

The report showed 963,518 on the 
payrolls of the co-operating firms. 
Compared with 940,218 at the be- 
ginning of May and 915,792 on June 
1, 1933, the index of employment on 
June 1 stood at 102.0 compared with 
99.5 in the preceding month and 97.6 
on June 1, 1935. The index is based 
on the year 1926 as 100 and at 102.0 
stood at the highest figure for June 
1 since 1931. 

Improvement was reported in 
manufacturing, particularly in the 
food and lumber divisions. In the 
non-manufacturing industries, there 
were important increases in logging, 
mining, communications, transporta- 
tion, highway and railway construc- 
tion -and maintenance, services and 
trade. On the other hand, building 
construction was not so active. 

The trend was favorable in four of 
the five economic areas. Firms in 
the prairie provinces employed the 
greatest number of extra workers. 


Construction (especially railroad 
construction and maintenance), 
transportation, manufacturing and 


trade showed improvement in the 
prairie provinces. 


Royal E.P. Ranch 
King Edward Has Oil And Mineral 
Rights On His Alberta Property 


King Edward VIII., who may find 
himself the owner of rich southern 
Alberta oil lands, has had a 99-year 
lease on the oil and mineral rights 
underlying the royal “E.P.” ranch, 
near High River, Alta., for six years, 
it was learned. 

The royal ranch is in the foot- 
hills of the Pekisko district, south- 
west of Turner Valley, Alberta's oil 
field. ; 

For years drillers have sought the 
crude oil pool believed to be the 
major source of the flow which has 
poured millions of gallons of naph- 
tha into the Turner Valley wells. 
From recent developments in the 
field, many oil men believe the un- 
located pool may be found on the 
royal ranch property. 

The lease granted the King and 
believed to be the only one of its 
kind given to an individual or an 
oil company, was acquired under 
special order-in-council passed by 
the Alberta government in 1930. No 
publicity was given the matter at 
the time. 

It was not acquired by King Ed- 
ward, then Prince of Wales, with 
any intention of allowing drilling 
operations to proceed on the ranch. 
It was obtained for the purpose of 
preventing exploitation. 

Half a mile from the King’s ranch, 
which is 25 miles from High River, 
drilling is underway. Drillers have 
struck Devonian limestone, the same 
formation from which large crude oil 


production, was obtained in the 
United States. 
The royal ranch comprises ap- 


proximately 4,Q00 acres. The total 
acreage on which mineral rights are 
held by the King is 3,500 acres. 


Indian Boys Build Boat 


Work At Sardis, B.C., Was Done In 
Four Months 

The boys at the Colqualeetza In- 
dustral School, Sardis, B.C., under 
the direction of Mr. R. Huddleston, 
have completed the building and de- 
livery of a very fine boat. The 
boys, between the ages of fourteen 
and seventeen, have done the work 
in four months. Thirty-five feet 
long, with an eight-foot beam, it 
will be sequipped with a hundred 
horse-power motor. It has nice lines 
and a light draught. The planking 
is British Columbia red cedar, the 
keel is of fir, ribs of oak, while half 
a ton of Australian gum wood has 
been used. As these boys come from 
families engaged in  boat-building 
and fishing, the training they get at 
the school is of practical importance. 
A rowboat is now under construction, 
and part of the instruction deals with 
gas-engine construction and repairs. 
While the Indian boys are thus em- 
ployed, the girls are not idle, as the 
products of the arts and crafts de- 
partment demonstrate.

German Jews will be exempt from 
military service in peace time, but 
may be called to the colors for 
special service in the event of war, 
according to an amendment to the 
Nuremberg laws of May 21, 1935, 
published in Berlin.

- Mysteries Easily Explained 


Easter Island Is No Riddle To 
French Ethnologist 
The three great “mysteries of 


Easter Island are no riddle to Dr. 
| Alfred Metraux, French ethnologist, 
who has joined the staff of the 
Bishop museum in Honolulu. 

Although Méetraux first went to 
| Easter Island as a representative of 
the Paris Museum of Ethnology, he 
transferred his services to the Hono- 
lulu museum because of his convic- 
tion that only long residence in the 
Pacific would make it possible to 
solve all of the problems of the 
origin of the Polynesians and vari- 
ous tribes of the Pacific. 

As regards the colossal statues on 
the seashore at Easter Island, Dr. 
Metraux declares there should be 
no mystery whatsoever. The statues, 
he points out, weigh only five or six 
tona. 

He insists they could have been 
carved in the inland quarries from 
which the stone originated and 
dragged to their present position by 


natives. Four hundred men could 
drag them with ropes of native 
weaving, he says. 

The second ‘‘mystery’’ which he 


has deflated is that the inhabitants 
of Easter Island are the remnants 
of the population of a lost continent. 
He identifies them as being merely 
related to the Maori of New Zealand | 
and calculates they came to the 
island in the 12th century. 

Finally, the third ‘mystery’ of 
script on wooden tablets found on) 
the island is explained by Dr. Met- 
raux who insists that it is not a true 
written language but rather a device 
to aid the memory of the natives in 
reciting sacred legends. 


The World’s Progress

An antique barrel organ, more 
than 150 years old, sought by the 
Brantford Historical Society, has 
been discovered in the Indian room 
of the Chateau de Ramezay in 
Montreal. 

Brantford historians are anxious 
to secure the organ for their mu- 
seum because it was presented by 
King George III. to Chief Tayen« 
danega, of the Six Nations, who be- 
came known as Joseph Brant, after 
whom the city of Brantford has been 
named.

have offered to even purchase it out- 
right. 
This is hardly possible, because 


the Chateau de Ramezay is not an 
antique shop where objects can be | 
loaned or purchased, instead it is a| 
haven for historical objects. 

The Brantford parties will have 
to address their pleas to the Anti- 
quarian and Numismatic Society of 
Montreal, and according to past 
records they are not considered gen- 
erous in the habit of letting a valu- 
able museum piece slip out of their 
hands. 

The organ stands about two feet | 
high and resembles more a modern 
humidifier or an electric ironer than 
& musical instrument. It is well pre- 
served in spite of its age and while 
it has not rendered melodious tunes 
for more than a century, by pump- 
ing the bellows by hand, instead of 
using the handcrank, it is still pos- 
sible to hear tunes, but these sound 
like the whistles of a locomotive. 

The name of the maker is com- 
pletely erased, and on the _ cover- 
board are the titles of 32 tunes and 
hymns, the name of which have not 
been heard since the 17th century. 

Museum records show that the 
organ was presented to Chief Tay- 
endanega or Joseph Brant by King 
George III., during his reign of 
1760-1820. The reason for the pres- 
entation is unknown, but it is a 
known fact that the celebrated chief 
of the Six Mohawk Nations was 
highly educated and visited England 
on several occasions. He died 
1807 at the age of 65.

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Tourist Trade Revenue 


It would appear that provincial governments of the prairie provinces 
which neglect to spend sufficient money to maintain their highways in good 
condition are overlooking a good bet, if figifres of tourist traffic from the 
other side of the international boundary into Canada are an index of what 
might be expected if highways were made attractive enough to draw the 
quota of this windfall which the western provinces might reasonably expect. 


_ Recently published figures show that tourists entering Canada in 1935, 
most of them from the United States, were responsible for a total expendi- 
ture of $202,314,000 in this country during their stay here, if an estimate 
published by the Dominion department of trade and commerce can be 
accepted as reasonably accurate. 


This is an enormous revenue from such a source when it is remembered 
that the principal export industry of this agricultural country totalled in 
valife $156,153,857 in the same year, this being the value placed on Cana- 
dian exports of wheat and wheat flour for 1935 by the External Trade 
branch of the Dominion bureau of statistics. 

Thus the tourist trade to Canada in 1935 was worth approximately 
$46,000,000. more to, the country than the principal exported agricultural 
commodity and, when it is pointed out that a substantial proportion of 
tourist expenditure means clear profit, the value of the traffic in comparison 
is greater than ever appears on the surface. . 

But when ome examines the comparative figures of income from tour- 
ist. traffic by provinces {it is immediately apparent that the share derived by 
the prairie provinces of this newly developed source of wealth is but-a drop 
in the bucket compared with the income enjoyed by some of the eastern 
provinces and British Columbia from the same source. 

For example, figures compiled by the Saskatchewan Motor Club show 
that on an average expenditure basis, varied according to length of time 
of their visit, American tourists entering the province direct through ports 
of-entry on the continguous section of the international boundary line spent 
approximately $822,024 in Saskatchewan in 1935, to which is added another 
$652,670 as the estimated expenditure of those who entered the country 
through Manitoba and Alberta ports and spent a portion of their time in 

- Saskatchewan, making a total of $1,474,714 as Saskatchewan's share of | 
this new industry—if it may be called such—last year. 

In other words all that Saskatchewan derived from this source of new 
wealth was less than one per cent. of the Dominion’s total income from 
tourist traffic. Without going into further detailed figures it may be said} 
that the tourist revenues accruing to Alberta and Manitoba for the same 
period were relatively commensurate. 

. There are certain factors responsibile for British Columbia and some 
of the eastern provinces, and particularly Ontarié and Quebec, sécuring 
the great bulk of this traffic. One of these is the fact that these provinces 
are relatively closer to the large American centres of population. This is 
the principal reason. Another is the greater proportion of paved- roads on 
the Canadian side in these provinces directly linked with similar highways 
in the United States. 

But even after allowing for the greater advantages enjoyed by those 
provinces mentioned, the fact still remains that the prairie provinces are 
not getting anything like their proper share of tourist traffic and that for 
them there are great potentialities yet undeveloped. 

» The relative scarcity of American tourists in the prairie provinces is 
paftly a heritage of the comparatively recent days when visitors found it 
a frequent experience to have their cars bogged down in mud. Highways | 
have been materially improved since that time but the stigma earned by 
prairie roads in those days has by no means been lived down yet. This} 
coupled with the difficulty of financing maintenance of a great mileage of 
gravelled highways during the still more recent depression years has had | 
the effect of keeping away from the prairie provinces a good many who]! 
would have come, but for the skepticism grounded on former experiences, 

This is a handicap which has to be overcome before the three western 
provinces can expect to share in full measure the dividends of tourist | 
traffic to which their natural advantages and beauties entitle them. This 
can only be done by taking the necessary steps to see that the network of | 
highways already built is maintained in good condition and that as far -) 
possible the dust nuisance of the gravelled highways is eliminated or at 
least mitigated to a minimum coupled with judicious advertising. .

uctivity Of Soil With 


New Scientific Methods 


Dr. O. W. Willcox has for some | 
_years been writing books about the 


hew science "of ‘Agrobiology,” which 
Makes possible enormous increases 
in productivity of the soil through 
new technical methods. Some of his 
predictions have been criticized, by 
Secretary Wallace among other peo- 
ple, as being excessive. Striking 
confirmation of Dr. Willcox’s general 
theory now comes from Cal'fornia 
fn’ the form of a report by Dr. W. 
F.. Gericke, associate plant physi- 
ologist of the University of Cali- 
fornia. Dr. Gericke has been grow- 
ing tomato plants fifteen feet high 
and tobacco twenty feet high. He 
has produced 217 tons of tomatoes 
per acre and has grown 2,465 bush- 
els of potatoes—against a United 
States average at present of 116 
bushels. Many other’ vegetables 
have responded similarly, and strik- 
ing results have also been achieved 
with flowers. 

Under Dr. Gericke’s method, 
plants are not set into the earth at 
all. Shallow tanks are filled with 
a liquid composed of some. ten chemi- 
cals, all of them readily available 
in commerce, and this liquid is heat- 
ed by electricity or otherwise. Over 
the tanks is spread a wire screen 
covered with straw, excelsior or 
moss, in which the seeds are plant- 
ed, thrusting their roots down into 
the liquid below. The growth takes 
place in unheated greenhouses or, in 
the proper season, out of doors. The 
products of this process are of high 
quality, and in the case of tobacco 
it is possible to avoid the rankness 
that sometimes accompanies rapid 
growth under natural conditions. 
That this plan is not a toy of the 
laboratory is shown by the fact that 
tomatoes produced under Dr. Ger- 
icke’s method are now being sold on 
the California market, at normal 
prices and at a commercial profit. 

Forty years ago, H, G. Wells 
wrote a_ scientific romance, “The 
Food of the Gods,” in which he pre- 
dicted a development of this sort, 
which changed the whole structure 
of society. He may yet live to see 
his prediction come true, for possi- 
bilites of these new agricultural 
techniques seem almost boundless. 
Already we are hearing stories of an 
occasional scientist who is said to 
grow a year’s supply of potatoes for 
a large family in a tin pan under 
the kitchen table. It-is possible to 
envisage all the vegetable foods for 
a huge New York apartment house 
being produced in a small space on 
the roof—unless, indeed, food became 
so cheap and so easy to produce that 
everyone moved to the country. 
There is as a matter of fact no 
especial reason why we should not 
have skyscraper farms, on which 
the rows of shallow pans would be 
stacked one above the other to a 
height of a hundred—or a thousand 
—feet, and reached by elevators. 
What such a development would do 
to 5,000,000 farm families, and to 
the millions of other persons who 
get their livelihood from the present 
agricultural economy, is a vista as 
exciting as it is terrifying. Certainly, 
the California experiments bring us 
one step nearer to that famous 
“economy of abundance,” and make 
it still more absurd that millions of 
people should continue to go hun- 
gry.—New Republic. 


Received Major Share 


Biggest Part Of Advertising Is Done 
In Newspapers 

Newspapers received the major 
share of national advertising ex- 
penditures in 1935, the bureau of ad- 
vertising of the American News- 
paper Publishers’ Association an- 
nounced in its annual survey. 

The survey, based on a study of 
the advertising budgets of 387 com- 
panies, shows their combined  ex- 
penditures of $231,107,948 in the 
three principal mediums—newspap- 
ers, magazines and chain broadcasts 
—were apportioned as follows: 

Newspapers—$134,440,000 or 58.2 
per cent. 

Magazines—$61,943,228 or 
per cent. 

Chain broadcast— $34,724,720 or 15 
per cent. 

Twenty-two of the 33 trade groups 
listed in the survey favored news- 
papers over the other two mediums.

Sheep On The Prairie Farm 
Profitable To Keep A Few Sheep In 
The Drier Districts 


It is well known that sheep are 
adapted to semi-arid conditions and 
that they will live on short dry pas- 
ture where cattle will lose weight. 
In view of this fact, it would seem 
that in the drier sections of the 
prairie, a few sheep could profitably 
replace some of the cattle. Sheep 
will also do well in districts where 
rain is plentiful, provided they are 
not kept continually on low lying 
damp ground. They eat many. weeds, 
fatten readily on mixtures of low 
grade whole grain and weed seeds, 
and seeds will not grow after pass- 
ing through a sheep, advantages 
which cattle or hogs do not possess. 
One cow eats approximately as much 
as a half dozen sheep. 


The lamb crop is the chief source! 


of revenue, the wool clip usually 
taking care of the overhead. The 
lambs are born in the spring and sold 
in the fall, only the breeding stock 
being carried through the winter. 
At the Dominion Experimental Sta- 
tion at Scott, Sask., lambs’ that 
have had a good start in the spring 
and fairly good pasture in summer 
have been fattened off economically 
in the fall on rape pasture without 
grain. Lambs fed grain while on 
rape pasture made very little extra 
gain and a third lot of lambs on a 
full grain ration in a dry lot made 
considerably lower gains. No serious 
trouble was experienced with bloat- 
ing but care was taken during the 
first few days to keep the lambs off 
the rape when it was wet with dew 
or rain. Rape for this purpose may 
either be seeded in rows wide enough 
apart to cultivate between or in 
narrow rows with the regular grain 
drill seeder, but in either case the 
plants may well be from four to six 
inches apart. Rape may be seeded 
with oats if desired. There is less 
loss from tramping of the crop if 
there is room for the sheep to walk 
between the rows. 

On the average farm a portion of 
the summer-fallow land may be 
seeded to rape and utilized for the 
entire flock of sheep when the regu- 
lar pasture becomes dry and short 
or the rape may be retained for the 
lambs at weaning time. A _ light 
frost will not damage the rape when 
well developed but the young plants 
are ‘frost tender’. 

Although there is no important 
export market for dressed lamb, the 
prices on the hoof at stock yards 
have been consistently higher than 
cattle prices. To obtain the highest 
price it is necessary to market a well 
finished lamb of the proper market 
weight, i.e. around 90 pounds. 


British Farmers Protest 


Asking For Relief From _ Tithes 
Collected Under Queen Anne’s 
Bounty 
Farmers’ seeking’ relief from 
church tithes laid new demands be- 

fore the British cabinet. 

Over a three-mile’ course, a pro- 
cession of 5,000 farmers wound 
through London streets tying up 
traffic and creating confusion during 
the rush hour. The protestants car- 
ried banners directed against ‘‘Queen 
Anne’s Bounty,” the royalties which 
were diverted from the crown to the 
Church of England in 1704. 

“We shear sheep, the church 
shears us,” some banners said. 
“Churchmen—be sportsmen. Pay for 
your religion,” others read. 

Some in the parade were dressed 
in Cromwellian uniforms, many in 
rustic dress. Women in sunbonnets 
and aprons marched beside the men. 

After the procession many went 
to the House of Commons where 
they sought to interview their rep- 
resentatives on methods to halt pay- 
ment of the land tax which takes 
$11,000,000 annually from English 
agriculturists. 

Originally, for the benefit of the 
crown, the farmers paid ‘‘the first 
fruits’ and then one-tenth of each 
year’s produce. The queen passed 
the royalties to the church for the 
benefit of poor curates.

To 140 Degrees 

Summer cottage life may be a 
paradise for father and mother, but 
if proper precautions are not taken 
children’s health may be seriously 
jeopardized. There is, for instance, 
the question of milk. In the coun- 
try and at summer resorts the milk 
supply almost always is unpasteur- 
ized and mothers frequently do not 
realize the dangers to which this 
raw milk exposes their children. 
Our milk may carry many diseases 
which include: diphtheria,. scarlet 
fever, dysentery, diarrhoea, tuber- 
culosis, septic sore throat, typhoid 
fever and others. However, this 
condition need not be as fearsome as 
it sounds, because every mother may 
protect her children by taking the 
very simple precaution of pasteuriz- 
ing her own milk in the home. It 
is better, of Course, if arrangements 
can be made for a supply of pasteur- 
ized milk but if this is not obtain- 
able, raw milk can be very easily 
pasteurized in the kitchen. 

This can be done, according to the 
Health League of Canada, by rapid- 
ly heating the raw milk in a double- 
boiler to 140 or 145 degrees F. and 
holding it at this temperature for 
30 minutes. 

With gas, electric or coal-oil stoves 
it is a simple matter to adjust the 
heat to hold the milk at around 140 
to 145 degrees F. and on a wood or 
coal range the double boiler can be 
moved back, away from the fire as 
soon as the proper temperature has 
been reached. 

Rapid cooling is also an important 
step in the process and after 30 
minutes of heating, the hot water 
from the lower part of the boiler 
should .be poured out and replaced 
with chipped ice or very cold water. 

The double-boiler should then be 
placed in a refrigerator, ice-house or 
cool, shaded place, where the milk 
will quickly cool to the required tem- 
perature of 40 degrees F. 

A dairy thermometer, suited for 
this process, may be purchased for 
a very small sum. 

The need for pasteurizing raw 
milk cannot be too strongly em- 
phasized and is urged universally 
by health authorities, the Health 
League states. 

Provincial and Municipal Health 
Departments are usually very glad 
to provide citizens with detailed in- 
formation on this and similar sub- 
jects.

Will Hold Water And Has Great 
Appetite For Insects

insects. The leaves of this odd plant, 
which must be constantly supplied 
with water, and lives only in a low 
spot, are perfect pitchers, just as the 
name implies. They hold water just 
as well as any vessel that man ever 
devised. When touched, the inside 
of the leaf gives out a mucilage 
substance, and a number of tiny 
hairs at the mouth, all pointing 
downward, close over the neck of the 
pitcher leaf and prevent _ insects 
leaving. The plant even protects its 
flower, a deep red in color, with an 
umbrella-shaped armor growing out 
of the stamen. One “pitcher,’’ open- 
ed, contained a good-sized teaspoon- 
ful of sand-flies, etc., partially con- 
sumed.

Facts About Wheat 


Largest Wheat-Flour Exporting 
Countries Are Canada, U.S. 
And Australia 
Canada's best market for wheat- 
flour is the British Isles; Australia's 
is the Far East. Wheat-flour ex- 
ports from the United States are 
fairly well distributed throughout the 
world, but Japan’s market for wheat- 

flour is confined to the Far East. 

Production of wheat in India has 
often surpassed that of Canada, but 
India exports only a small proportion 
of her total ouput. 

In 1928 the three largest wheat- 
flour exporting countries in ‘the 
world were, in the order of their im- 
portance, the United States, Canada, 
and Australia. In 1935 this order 
was altered to Australia, Canada, 
and the United States, consequent 
on the 28 per cent. shrinkage of 
U.S. exports and the steady growth 
of Australian exports after 1930. 

Russia has been a most uncertain 
factor in the world cereal situation, 
suddenly appearing as a larger ex- 
porter of wheat, barley and oats in 
1930, and again in 1931, and then re- 
lapsing into a position of minor im- 
portance. 

Except for two years. between 
1928 and 1934, Canada was the lead- 
ing supplier of wheat to the British 
market. In 1929 Argentina, and in 
1931 Russia, were at the head of the 
list. 

In 1935 Canada supplied 70 per 
cent. of the wheat-flour imported by 
the British Isles. Australia, Italy, 
and France increased their exports 
of wheat-flour to the British market, 
but those of the United States and 
Argentina have declined.

Doctors Invent Gas-Proof 
Cradles For Babies 

Gas-proof cradles for babies have 
been invented by a group of Soviet 
doctors and engineers working at 
the Moscow Sanitary Chemica] In- 
stitute. Each cradle consists of a 
bag equipped with gas filters. The 
bag completely encloses tte child 
and is joined by a tube to the mask 
worn by the mother. Her breathing 
draws purified air into the child’s 
bag as well as her own mask.

U.S. Entomologist Gives Us Some 


Information About Monkeys 

Monkeys have been much mal- 
igned. When they go ‘over each 
other’s fur in their cage, occasionally 
nipping something between their 
front teeth, they are not hunting for 
what you think they’re hunting for. 
So says Dr. H. E. Ewing, entomolo- 
gist of the U.S. National Museum.

Dr. Ewing made some close observa- 
tions and a few experiments, and 
one by one eliminated things that 
have been suggested: loose flakes of 
skin, salt crystals from perspiration, 
etc. In the end, it settled down to 
just hairs.

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Dairy Industry Act Amendments 


Important Changes Are Made In 
Regulations 

The regulations under the Dairy 
Industry Act of Canada have been 
revised and renumbered, and the re- 
vised regulations are now in effect, 
The important changes are as fol- 
lows: 

Formerly packages containing but- 
ter were required to bear the regfh- 
tered number of the factory of origin 
unless the package contained print 
butter put up under the brand or 
trade mark of a wholesale or retail 
dealer who was not a manufacturer 
of butter. Under the new regula- 
tions, several methods of identifica- 
tion are legalized. Creamery or 
whey butter, cut as described in sec- 
tion 6, subsection (3) of the Act, if 
contained in a wrapper or carton, 
must bear on the wrapper or carton 
the name and address of the manu- 
facturer, cutter, or jobber, or the 
name and address or the registered 
number of the creamery of origin, 
or the brand or trade mark of the 
wholesale or retail dealer. 

Other important changes in the 
regulations are in connection with 
standards for grades of butter. Pro- 
vision is made whereby butter con- 
taining more than two per cent. of 
salt will be placed in second grade, 
unless the butter is destined for a 
purchaser who requests over two per 
cent. of salt. First grade certificates 
issued for butter containing more 
than two per cent. of salt must bear 
the following notation—“As butter 
for which this certificate is issued 
contains more than two per cent. salt 
and is represented as being for a 
trade requiring more than two per 
cent. salt, a first grade certificate 
has been issued. This certificate is 
not valid for sale of the butter for 
either export or domestic trade ex- 
cept to a purchaser requesting a salt 
content of more than two per cent.” 

Heretofore, the showing of dates 
of manufacture on packages con- 
taining butter has been optional for 
domestic trade but compulsory for 
export. Under the revised regula- 
tions, all packages containing butter 
submitted for grading must bear the 
date of the manufacture of the but- 
ter. Copies of the complete text of 
the regulations may be obtained 
upon application to the Dairy and 
Cold Storage Commissioner, Do- 
minion Department of Agriculture, 
Citawa. 


Spread Bubonic Plague 


Says Fleas Carry Germs By Hitch- 
Hiking On Rats 

A story about fleas that spread 
the dread Bubonic plague by hitch- 
hiking their way around the world 
on the furry hides of foot-loose rats 
was told at Vancouver by Dr. Karl 
F. Meyer, San Francisco, professor 
of bacteriology at the University of 
California Medical School. 

So great is the risk of epidemic 
that efforts will be made to have 
a corps of Canadian government in- 
spectors stationed along the interna- 
tional boundary line to study the’ 
migrations of rodents into the Do- 
minion, and begin a rat and flea sur- 
vey to find any existing evidence of 
“imported”’ infection. 

Addressing the western branch of 
the American Public Health Asso- 
ciation, Dr. Meyer showed with mo- 
tion pictures the control methods 
used in California a few years ago 
when the fleas gave the plague a 
firm foothold on this continent. 

Subsequently they have trans- 
planted the infection from California 
to Oregon, southern Washington, 
Idaho and Montana. Expressing 
fears that the fleas might reach 
British Columbia, Dr. J. W. MclIn- 
tosh, medical health officer at Van- 
couver, said federal authorities at 
Ottawa should immediately institute 
a protective service.

Of all the postage stamps issued 
throughout the world since 1840, there 
| no single adhesive that is more 
interesting and more instructive 
than the special delivery designed by 
the Canadian government for the 
commemoration of the Confederation 
of 1867, says a writer in the New 
York World-Telegram. A complete 
set of stamps was issued in 1927, 
ranging in value from one cent to 
twelve cents, but it is the supple- 
mentary special delivery stamp that 
tells us so much about the country 
north of the United States. 

The stamp as a whole represents 
the very spirit of Canada, for it em- 
braces in its design five methods of 
transporting mail against a back- 
ground of one of the greatest moun- 
tains in existénce, viewed through a 
frame taken from a Gothic case- 
ment. 

If we take the centre vignette and 
examine it carefully, we are faced 
with a visual demonstration of the 
country’s vastness, for a land that 
employs these five dissimilar 
methods of mail transportation must 
indeed be great. In the foreground 
we see a horseman, racing across the 
prairie, representing the post riders 
who still deliver mail to scattered 
residents. It is interesting to note 
that the words “Canadian Mail” may 
be discerned on the post bag of this 
horseman. It is the smallest bit of 
engraving ever attempted on a post- 
age stamp. 

Just in front of the horseman 
there are the rails of steel over 
which is thundering a swift train. 
Beyond the rails may be seen a dog- 
sled mushing through banks and 
drifts of snow. This is, in many 
parts of Canada, still the only way 
which letters and packages can be 
delivered and primitive though it 
may seem, it is practical and service- 
able. 

Further to the right is depicted 
ocean liners, for the boast of Can- 
ada is that her ports on both the 
Atlantic and Pacific are visited by 
liners from every foreign country in 
the world to bring and take away 
millions of dollars’ worth of mer- 
chandise each year. . 

Soaring high above these other 
four methods of transportation is one 
of Canada’s air-liners, for although 
she is so vast in territorial expanse, 
Canada has adopted every modern 
invention and her airways are closely 
linked with those of our own coun- 
try. : 

The background for this pageant 
of mail expedition is gracious Mount 
Assiniboine, the North American 
Matterhorn, one of the most impres- 
sive peaks in all America. The 
mountain itself stands about 45 miles 
southwest of Banff, in Kootenay 
National Park. 

The delicate frame work which en- 
cases the entire vignette is taken 
from a window in the House of Par- 
liament in Ottawa. For the Cana- 
dian people are conscious of the 
value of art. The words “Special” 
and ‘“Exres” are evidence of the 
democracy of the Dominion, for, al- 
though under the English flag, the 
French inhabitants of the eastern 
provinces still retain their mother 
language; postage stamps and money 
are inscribed in their tongue for 
their convenience.

The films to be shown will not be 
for any specific subject; but will em- 
brace the entire curriculum. They 
will be obtained from different coun- 
tries.
